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An Adventure 


T WAS in the year 1873 when I, Pierre 
Etienne, ‘‘sous-lieutenant’”’ in the 9th Hus- 
sars, was called before General Dure and 
ordered to carry some very valuable dis- 
patches through the Prussian lines into Paris. 

He asked me how soon I would be ready 
to leave and I told him in about two hours. After that short 
space of time I reported at headquarters to receive my orders 
and dispatches. I was dressed as an Alsace peasant and 
wore the wooden sabots of the French peasant. The dis- 
patches were rolled in two small quills and put into holes 
bored in the soles of the sabots. After we put the quills in 
we stopped up the holes with cobbler’s wax. 

Well, I set out and traveled all that night and the next 

morning I walked into a village and up to the tavern. As I 
started to step in I saw that the tavern was crowded with 
German soldiers, it was too late to turn back so I walked 
boldly in, bought a loaf of black bread andastein of beer and 
sat down to eat it, keeping my ears open all the time for any 
information that might aid the French. 
Thad been,there only a few minutes when in came a 
Prussian sergeant and asquad of men. The sergeant came 
up to me and asked me what I was doing there. I told him 
I had come from Alsace and was going to visit some of my 
relatives near Paris. This seemed to satisfy him and he 
walked over to a table where a number of officers were 
sitting and said a few words to them. One of the officers 
looked over in my direction and beckoned for me to come 
over. I went over to them and they proceeded to question 
me, and I told them the same story I told the sergeant. 

Then after a whispered consultation they told the. ser- 
geant to take me in charge until my case could be looked 
into, for they thought I was a French spy. 

So I was marched off to the village jail by the soldiers 
and thrown into a dark cell. Looking around I saw a small 
barred window. I went up to the window, took out my knife 
and dug around the bottom of the bars, and much to my joy 
I found that the cement crumbled beneath my knife. I worked 
most of the day and just before the guard made his evening 
inspection I plugged up the holes I had made in the window 
sill with some of the black bread that was sent to me for my 
meals. Then that night I took out the bars, tied my sabots 
around my neck, crawled out of the window and dropped 
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several feet to the ground. In my drop I landed in some 
bushes and for a moment I stood breathless waiting to see if 
any of the sentries had heard me. There was not a single 
sound so I slipped through a hedge that grew around the jail 
yard and started once more for Paris. 

I walked at a rather fast rate of speed and it was about 
noon when I stopped to eat my frugal meal. Everything was 
quiet around me till all at once I heard a groan quite close at 
hand. Grabbing a chunk of wood I started in the direction of 
the sound. I parted some brushes and there lay at my feet a 
Prussian Uhlan officer, I knelt down beside him and asked 
him what I could do for him. He said nothing could be 
done as he was shot through the lungs. I gave him some 
water and made him comfortable but soon with a gasp he 
died. 


I took his cloak, cap and sabre, and started out once 
more. I stopped at a farm house and bought a horse and a 
uniform from a wounded trooper with some money I had 
brought from the French camp, sewed in the lining of my 
coat. Things went along swimmingly for me until the next 
day, when I met a body of Prussian cavalry. Spurring my 
horse I passed by the regiment with the ery of ‘‘dispatches.’’ 
Soon I heard the dry crackle of musketry and shouts of men. 
At first I thought it was only a skirmish, but I was soon 
undeceived when the boom of artillery fire reached my ears. 
I rode on and came suddenly on a number of horses of some 
cavalry troop under shelter behind a hill. As I approached 
an officer stepped up and told me that orders were to join the 
troop just over the hill and assist in the defense of that 
position. I went over the hill, stepped boldly up to the com- 
manding officer and told him I was Franz Orthaus, of the 
Uhlan brigade. He told me to help command the left of the 
line and thither I went. A French battery soon found the 
range and opened a heavy fire on the troop. The effect of 
the shell fire was something awful; man after man went 
down before it and suddenly something struck me, all grew 
black and down I went. 


It was quite a while before I recovered my senses and 
found that I lay, left for dead, on the ridge which the Prus- 
sians attempted to defend. I managed to get a pocket-flask 
from my coat pocket and this revived me a great deal and I 
was able to sit up and examine my wounds. I found that I 
had been hit in the shoulder and that a bullet had grazed my 
skull. 
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I was lucky indeed and getting up I found to my great 
joy that the Seine and Paris were not over a mile distant. 

Grabbing a riderless horse I rode to a Prussian camp on 
the banks of the Seine and still impersonating an Uhlan officer 
I had my wounds dressed by the regimental surgeon. That 
night I decided to swim the Seine and enter Paris. When 
night began to descend at last I took my precious wooden 
sabots, which I had carried in my saddle bags all the time 
and tied them around my neck. 


I started to descend a slight hill to the river when I was 
discovered by a Prussian sentinel whoshot at me. I immed- 
iately ran with all speed and jumped into the river. 


By this time the banks were lined with troops who kept 
up a steady fire at the place where I disappeared. I saw a 
small boat coming rapidly down the river and soon they 
opened fire on the troops on the bank. As she came by me 
I called for assistance. 


They threw me a rope which I wrapped under my arms 
and was soon hauled on board. The ship I found to be the 
‘‘Faleon’’ of the French Navy and I was soon on my way to 
the French officials in Paris. 


On the delivery of my dispatches I was made. captain 
and given the badge of the Legion d’Honneur and nothing 
pleases my grandchildren more to-day than to hear me tell 
how I brought dispatches into Paris through the whole Prus- 
sian army.
